The 
ambulance was 


called and he was removed to the hos- 
pital, where-an-attempt-was: made to 
learn his name but without success.

mills. At 11.15 o'clock the ambulance 
responded to an emergency call from 
the Merrlmack mills where Sam Ellak- 
ettos was overcome by the heat.

A half hour later Tony Ha- 
zes was stricken in the Hamilton mill 
and he was removed in the ambulance 
lo his home at 31 Cedar street.

Beginning Monday the thermometer has 
hovered way above the SO mark every 
day for several hours around noon and 
today it reached 00 in many places. 
Early this morning it was evident, that 
we were to experience a "scorcher" to- 
day and long beforc-noon the tempera- 
ture became oppressively hot and hu- 
mid. 
In the schools the conditions 


became unbearable and upon the or- 
der of Supt. Molloy, the "no school" 
bell was sounded on -the fire alnrm 
system at 12.45. . At that hour the mer- 
cury on Page's thermometer in Merrl- 
mack square registered at SS while in 
some other places on Mcrrimack and 
Central streets it was reported to be 
shading the 00 mark.

World, "it may be Interesting to call 
attention to the fact In my letter to 
Mr. Ernest Bohm, secretary of the 
New York Central Federation union, 
of June 16, I Intimated that subject 
and then In response to his query in 
my letter to him of July 28, T said: 


"•'Authentic information has come to 


me that efforts have been made to cor- 
rupt men for the purpose of having 
strikes Inaugurated among seamen ana 
longshoremen engaged In handling of 
American products and manning ships 
containing American products con- 
signed to certain European ports; that 
the corrupting Influence 
was 
being 


conducted by agents of a foreign gov- 
ernment and that I had no doubt that 
the same agencies and influences were 
at work elsewhere with the same pur- 
poses In view.' 


"In the same letter I said:

Tho accident occurred on a straight 
tretch of . road which Is well lighted 
and was due. according to tho stories 
old to the police, to the failure of 
Stanley to notice that the speed of the 
Vaughn car had been reduced. 


In the Vaughn ear were Mr. and 
Sirs. Vaughn, Mrs.

D.

The car, a high-powered 
machine, 
vas

Miss Corning was thrown over the 


windshield and 
her 
body, shooting 


through the mass of flame, landed 30 
feet away, In a clump of bushes. 


McNeal, who was seated in the ton- 


ncau. jumped as soon as the burning 
gasoline landed on his clothing and 
started to run over tho deep sand to 
the water. 


As soon as the explosion

uel Gompers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor Is much interested in 
the N'ew York World expose of the ef- 
forts of foreign government officiaU 
to start strikes among longshoremen 
and others. 


"Replying to questions as to the ex- 


pose published in the New York World 
regarding the efforts of the agents ,of 
foreign governments to corrupt leaders 
of labor." said Mr. Gompers to 
the 


World, "it may be Interesting to call 
attention to the fact In my letter to 
Mr. Ernest Bohm. secretary of the 
New York Central Federation union, 
of June 16, I Intimated that subject 
and then In response to'his query in 
my letter to him of July 28,' I said: 


"'Authentic information has come to 


me that efforts havc'heen made to cor 
rupt men for the purpose of having 
strikes inaugurated among seamen and 
longshoremen engaged In handling of 
American products and. manning ships 
containing American products con- 
signed to certain European ports; that 
the. corrupting influence 
was 
being 


conducted by agents of a foreign gov- 
ernment and that I had-no doubt that 
the same agencies and influences wer* 
at work elsewhere with the same pur- 
poses In view.' 


"In the fame letter I said: 
'That 


the effort has been mntle to corrupt 
some of our men for such a purpose 
(strike) Is true, but that the strikes 
have been inaugurated Is untrue, nnd 
it is untrue because the men who have 
given time and service to the workers 
of our country have . Interposed 
In 


time.'" 


Talking with a newspaperman last 
evening. Mr. Dempsey, secretary of the 
Atlantic coast division of longshore- 
men. 
turned the incident of the sup- 


posed plot to the credit of the long- 
shoremen.- 


"My boys are an independent bunch." 


he said. 
"They are good Americans 


and good workers, but are devoid of 
fear. 
If they start a strike, believ- 


ing that they had been imposed upon, 
all the diplomats of earth might waste 
their time on them. 


"But there can be no strike such as 


was planned. 
The thing was pretty 


well timed and they had a million and 
a halt to spend. It is difficult to tell 
what might have happened on the At- 
lantic and Pacific seaboard, 
where 


there are In nil 30.000 union-members. 
They are having tough times, most of 
them, and S10 a week each, with Jl 
strike, might be alluring if put up to 
them rightly. They are loyal citizens, 
however, and the pcheme would havo 
to bs framed to appear like a natural 
labor trouble with no element of dis- 
loyally to the flag. 


"No foreign government 
can 
buy 


those fellows to strike. 
When 
they 


found out later that their $10 a week 
strike benefit was coming-, not out of 
the treasuries, but from tho German 
government, there would be a row. 


"These were some of the reasons for 


losing no time once I learned what 
was doing. 
I couldn't notify O'Con- 


nor too quickly. 
I didn't know who 


else might be tampered with. 
Then 


I took the train nnd met O'Connor ami 
later he came to Boston and prevented 
the strike.
